A.  E.  McPiiillips,  ) TT7 EEREAS  it  is  enacted  by 
Attorney -General.  J \\  the  “ Provincial  Elec- 
tions Act  Amendment  Act,  1902,”  that  Polling  Day  in 
any  Riding  shall  be  a Public  Holiday;  and 


Whereas  Saturday,  the  third  day  of  October,  1903, 
has  been  fixed  as  Polling  Day  at  the  ensuing  general 
elections;  and 

Whereas  we  have  thought  fit,  under  the  provisions 
of  the  “Interpretation  Act,”  and  by  and  with  the 
advice  of  Our  Executive  Council,  to  appoint  and  pro- 
claim the  said  third  day  of  October  a Public  Holiday 
throughout  the  Province  of  British  Columbia  : 

NOW  KNOW  YE  that  we  do,  for  that  end  publish 
this  Our  Royal  Proclamation  and  do  hereby  appoint 
Saturday,  the  third  day  of  October,  A.  D.  1903,  to  be 
observed  throughout  the  Province  of  British  Columbia 
as  a Public  Holiday.
